1/6/03) . Claims 1-21 are currently pending. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 

Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 

establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art .

Claims 1-7, 9-16 and 18-21 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kim et al (Synthetic Metals). 

Applicant's definition of "co-solvent" at page 4 of the 
specification is noted. 

Kim et al disclose conductivity of PEDOT/PSS with various 
organic solvents including tetrahydrof uran (Abstract) . In the 
"Experiment" section, aqueous dispersions of BAYTRON P are mixed 
with THF co- solvent, and cast onto glass substrates. The 
conductivity values and component ratios are within the scope of 
the above listed instant claims. The reference specifically or 
inherently meets each of the claimed limitations. 

The reference is anticipatory. 

In the event that any minor modifications are necessary to 
meet the claimed limitations, such as minor variation in co- 
solvent percentage, such modifications are well within the 
purview of the skilled artisan. 

In view of the foregoing, the above claims have failed to 
patentably distinguish over the applied art. 

Claims 7 and 17 are allowed. The prior art of record does 
not disclose or fairly suggest the use of 1,4-dioxane co-solvent. 

The remaining references listed on forms 892 and 1449 have 
been reviewed by the examiner and are considered to be cumulative 
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to or less material than the prior art references relied upon in 

the rejection above.
